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selected from 5-hydroxycytosine, 5-hydroxymethylcytosine, N4-alkylcytosine 3 and 4- 
thiouracil; wherein D is a hydrogen bond donor, D ! is selected from the group consisting 
of hydrogen, hydrogen bond donor, hydrophilic group, hydrophobic group and electron 
donating group, A is a hydrogen bond acceptor or a hydrophilic group, X is carbon or 
nitrogen, and S is a pentose or hexose sugar ring, provided that the pyrimidine nucleoside 
of formula (7) is not cytidine or deoxycytidine, and G is a natural purine nucleoside, and 
wherein p is an internucleotide linkage selected from the group consisting of 
phosphodiester, phosphorothioate and phosphorodithioate;
